its delegate. 
“ From Israel’s point of view 
there is now nothing to prevent

New Aid Intended 
To Ease Objections 
To U.S. Withdrawal 


SEOUL (AP) - Vice Presi­ 
dent Spiro T. Agnew told South 
Korea today that the United 
States is transferring a wing of 
F4 Phantom jet fighters from 
Japan to Korea and will supply 
additional military assistance, 
including planes with special ra­ 
dar equipment to detect infil­ 
trating North Korean boats. 
Arriving in Seoul for a two- 
day visit to reaffirm U.S. inten­ 
tions of helping South Korea’s 
anti-Communist 
government, 
Agnew announced the new mili- 
tary aid in a speech at City Hall 
Plaza before paying a courtesy 
call on President Chung Hee 
Park. 
The new aid is intended to 
ease South Korean objections to 
the U.S. decision to withdraw by 
next June 30 some 20,000 of the 
62,000 U.S. troops in Korea. The 
vice president did not go into 
details.

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Reddy Kilowatt Runs Out of Juice 


When New York City, most of the northeastern 
U.S. and parts of two Canadian provinces were 
plunged into darkness on the night of Nov. 9, 1965, 
the nation witnessed an awesome display of what 
can happen when the demand for power in our 
electrified civilizaztion far outruns supply. 
Now, nearly five years later, New York and New 
England continue to be vulnerable to blackouts or, 
at best, brownouts, and have already experienced 
voltage cutbacks this summer — resulting in ice 
cubes softening in refrigerators, alarm clocks run­ 
ning late, elevators slowing down, television pie- 
tures fading and air conditioners failing to cool 
properly. 
People in other sections of the country could 
find themselves in the same situation. 
The Federal Office of Emergency Preparedness 
warns that, except for Florida, electrical generat­ 
ing capacity is stretched dangerously thin through­ 
out the East, as well as in such major population 
centers as Chicago, Minneapolis, St. Paul and St. 
Louis. More than 24 minor blackouts occurred in 
the first three months of 1970 alone, normally a 
period of light demand. 
But it's an ill wind, as they say. Cummins, a 
manufacturer of standby electrical systems pow­ 
ered by diesel or natural gas, reports a sharp up­ 
swing in sales of such systems since the 1965 black­ 
out. 
Those who must have uninterrupted power —

hospitals, airports, water systems, computer termi­ 
nals, police and fire departments — have been in­ 
stalling emergency power generators at a record 
pace. 
This, of course, is no solution to the over all pro­ 
blem and is not intended to be. The simple fact 
is that utilities, accustomed to satisfying power 
needs growing at the manageable rate of three per 
cent a year, have seen demand triple for the past 
two years as industry expansion and a prolifera­ 
tion of air conditioners, color television sets, wash­ 
ers and dryers and a host of other gadgets pro­ 
moted by the utilities themselves have placed un­ 
precedented demands on power lines. 
The utilities are hampered by a variety of pro­ 
blems in moving to create additional generating 
capacity. They range from conservationists and 
clean-air advocates to the worst peacetime short­ 
age of fuels in the nation’s history. 
Both natural gas and low-sulphur coal are in 
short supply, while nuclear generator have failed 
to develop as rapidly as expected, partly because 
of fears of radioactive pollution of the air arni 
thermal pollution of lakes and rivers. 
Compounding these difficulties are a shortage 
of skilled labor and inflationary interest rates the 
utilities face in borrowing money to expand ca­ 
pacity. 
According to industry spokesmen, it will be five 
to IO years before electrical power supply and 
demand can be put back into balance. However, 
Glenn Seaborg, chairman of the AEC, estimates 
the nation will require six times as much generat­ 
ing capacity by the year 2000 as it needs today. 
Those who cry “power to th* people" don’t know 
It, but they have put their finger on a very real 
and worsening problem. 


Cities and Troubles Growing 


A Saturday Review article last spring by auth- 
or-lawyer Edward N. Costikyan took the position 
that massive doses of federal aid will not solv* 
the problem* of big cities. 
He pinpointed two basic problems which are 
causing headaches in our large cities: the inability 
of citizens to penetrate the layers of governmental 


Keeping Pace With Change 


In just three decades, actually a little less than 
SO years, we will have arrived at the 21st century. 
In the jargon of the “ now" generation, will we be 
able to “hack" it? 
Millions of us, ordinary psychologically normal 
persons, will be in an abrupt collision with the fu­ 
ture. 


Already many of us are fighting a losing battle 
with the incessant demand for change which char­ 
acterizes (hit time. Will we be able to keep up with 
the probable increased tempo of change in this 
rich and technologically advanced nation?

But millions of 
others resist it or shrink from it. Some even flee. 
And some don’t make it. They go down before it 
and depart the community of rational, mentally well 
human beings. 
What is our individual capacity to meet and 
“ handle ' the dizzying disorientation occasioned by 
the onrushing future? 


Will we be thrown into shock? And will this type 
of shock be the disease of tomorrow? 
It is something to think about if and when we can 
take a minute out of our current battle with the 
forces of change and step off the tread-mill for iuat 
a little while. 


bureaucracy to get some response to their In­ 
dividual troubles and the power of unionized civil 
servants to keep the city in financial hot water. 


THE TITLE OF Mr. Costikyan s article was “Ci­ 
ties Can Work" and, as expected, he proposed 
solutions to the urban dilemma. 
He did not rule out federal aid but he said mas­ 
sive sums from Washington would not lift the cit­ 
ies out of their ruts. 
Mr. Costikyan urged more judicious use of fed­ 
eral funds that somehow seem to be ingested 
“by the money-consuming monster that city govern­ 
ment can become." 
In short, his financial advice was don’t throw 
good money after bad. 
He called for new thinking, decentralization of 
government and emergency squads that could b* 
dispatched to specific areas of trouble. 
He saw the role of the federal government as 
that of leadership rather than just a money tree. 
In the intervening months, there have been some 
attempts at decentralizzation in some of our large 
cities, including Cleveland, but new ideas and fed­ 
eral leadership have been lacking. 
We still hear the cry from big city mayors for 
more money. That apparently is the easiest way 
out — blame everything on the shortage of funds 
and forget about new concepts for problem solving. 
And so the problems of our big cities are not be­ 
ing solved, they are just getting bigger. 


IN THE MEANTIME, the federal government is 
having its financial troubles and is going to have 
to straighten them out or face a depression. 'Diis 
means less money for die cities. 
• 
'Hie queston is: Will the cries for more money 
persist as the cities die or will the circumstances 
be confronted by mayors with rolled-up sleeves 
before it is too late?

The story is — where are 
these revolutionary cadres? Into 
what plants have they infiltrat­ 
ed?

I came to this Milano-Turino 
stretch a year ago because no­ 
where in the world is there 
such a parallel to “Detroit" as 
there is here in Northern Italy.

Party concentrated so heavily. 
A year ago I stood with the 
same police in the Piazza Fon­ 
tana in the heart of this city. 
Here the Maoist cadres, bolster­ 
ed by unit chiefs of young Ital­ 
ian-type SDS, had seized an old 
hotel which had been condemn­ 
ed to demolition. 
The 
youth 
groups had used it for more 
titan their pad or commune. It 
was their “centrale." 
I predicted in a few months 
they’d be bombing the Piazza. 
It was. At that time I reported 
the Maoist bands would disrupt 
tile orderly, old-fashioned strik­ 
es called by 
the Communist 
and pro-Communist unions in 
traditional fashion. The youth- 
power bands did just that. 
This is youth-mongering at its 
best — or worst, call it what 
you will. These young phantom 
groups, which can call up 8 or 
IO workers, or pull out 8,000, 
literally spit on 
the 
veteran 
Communist 
Party — biggest 
outside the Communist-Maoist 
nations. 
To the nihilist youth the Com­ 
munist Party here is part of 
the portly establishment. The 
party governs such large cities 
as Bolgona down the line. The 
party has power in the whole 
big rich Parma district. It con­ 
trols banks. It operates comput­ 
ers. It owns lush farms. It has 
big processing plants for cheese 
and meats. It publishes news 
papers, has some fine resau- 
rants, trucking units, vacation 
resorts and even makes some 
mighty fine wine. It cooperates 
with churchmen and has 
its 
people 
on 
virtually 
all 
the 
“ bourgeois’ community activi­ 
ties’ boards. 
For 
the 
tightly 
organized, 
tough Maoist groups which have 
contact with the now elusive 
young French university revolu­ 


tionists who actually 
touched 
off the chain reaction which 
toppled Charles de Gaulle, the 
old Communist Party 
is not 
their bag. 
Their thing now is disruption. 
They are not as unprogrammed 
as they were. They are more 
centrally directed than in the 
past. Their lines of communi­ 
cation with Peking are strong­ 
er. Much of these come down 
from Switzerland. 
They did well in last year’s 
go-round of riots and demon­ 
strations. They will do better 
for themselves and their ideo­ 
logue idol, Mao, during the next 
round of wage contracts over at 
Fiat’s giant works. 
Their pattern is clear. They 
are in the strategic sections, de­ 
partments and plants. They ope­ 
rate, of course, independently 
and defiantly of the traditional 
Communist Party. 
These young cadres now can 
disrupt much of Italian indus­ 
try. For how long, no one knows. 
And, on the basis of their 
street and job action, it can be 
predicted, as accurately as this 
column 
predicted 
last year’s 
violence on the Milano-Turino 
front, that the American coun­ 
terpart of these 
Maoist cells 
have seeped into the American 
automobile industry. 
These units are as disdainful 
of the tottering pigmy Commu­ 
nist Party of America as the 


Maoist-Nihilist youth here is of 
the Communist Party of Ialy. 
In America the cadres are 
tied in with the Black Panthers. 
Some of them are eloquent 
Marxists-Leninists. Some have 
been to Peking and Pyongyano, 
North Korea. Some have been 
trained in Cuba. They have 
slipped young men into feeder 
plants in the U.S. which pro­ 
duce component parts for trans­ 
portation gear. They know that 
bv wildcatting at a strategic 
stamping plant such as Chrys­ 
ler^ unit at Sterling Township, 
Mich., they can paralyze an en­ 
tire corporation after a while. 
Their tacticians 
know 
just 
which plants to howl at in the 
General Motors complex 
that 
supply crucial 
parts 
for

Ford and Chrysler corporations. 
And this will be their time to 
how, literally. 
The script has been written

town of Stockton. This was a

bucking his party leaders, he 
spent most of his political ca­ 
reer advocating economic plan­ 
ning, government regulation of 
some industries, and unemploy­ 
ment benefits.

“surrender” to Hitler at Mu­ 
nich and it is enlightening to 
find this in Macmillan’s book: 
“It is said that when Cham­ 
berlain took over the Ministry 
of Health in 1924 he wrote down 
a list of 25 bills which he in­ 
tended to pass into law during 
the four or five years that the 
Parliament might last. 
“Actually he achieved 21 of 
these. He moved firmly along a 
clearly marked course. He was 
associated, above all, with the 
Widows, Orphans and Old Age 
Pensions Act — one of the foun­ 
dations of the modern welfare 
state — and with the great re­ 
forms of local government. . . 
The troubles 
of 
later 
years 
should never be allowed to ob­ 
scure the great achievements of 
this period.” 
Odd to hear a Conservative 
bragging 
about 
the 
welfare 
state. Shades of President Nix­ 
on's plan for a family assis­ 
tance program. 
Macmillan believes the social 
welfare legislation Britain alrea­ 
dy had on the books helped pre­ 
vent a Communist or Fascist 
revolution when the great de­ 
pression struck in the '30s. To 
this day many other nations do 
not bend on this score and thus 
are bent by the inexorable po- 


litical pressures of the elite or 
the masses. 


By happy happenstance 
just 
when Thor Heyerdahl sailed his 
second reed raft across the At­ 
lantic to show how early peo­ 
ples may 
have reached the 
western 
hemisphere, 
scholar­ 
ship has found startling simi­ 
larity in symbols from the an­ 
cient Mediterranean and those 
of extinct Indian tribes of the 
New World. Knowledge is sure 
hard to come by.

dates to put Republicans on th* 
spot if they had sustained th* 
president. It Is Interesting to 
note that none of the 1« sena­ 
tors who voted to maintain th* 
veto is running for re-election 
this year. 
The question then arises why 
Mr. Nixon vetoed the bill, as 
he must have known that it 
would embarrass a large num­ 
ber of members of his party, 
both in the Senate and In th* 
House The answer is that the 
administration is trying to mo­ 
bilize public opinion behind th* 
drive to cut down federal spend­ 
ing and thus help to keep in­ 
flation from growing. 
Naturally, In the election cam­ 
paigns, the administration will 
have to indicate whether it Is 
going to help Republican nomi­ 
nees throughout the country. 
Many of those who voted to 
override the veto have been 
staunch supporters of other ad­ 
ministration policies and 
are 
highly regarded by the presi­ 
dent. As happens so often in 
matters of this kind, the ten­ 
dency will be to shrug one s 
shoulders and say that “nothing 
else could have been done.’ 
When the House sustained the 
president's veto of the $18 bil­ 
lion bill for housing and other 
programs, 
more 
Republicans 
supported the president. They 
will be able to say that, while 
on certain issues they couldn’t 
vote with the administration, 
they did help the president on 
some of the measures involving 
large expenditures which he had 
criticized as too big for this 
year's budget. 
The country as a whole, how­ 
ever, has been given the im­ 
pression that the Democratic 
party 
is 
bent 
on spending 
more money than really is nec­ 
essary and that serious conse­ 
quences can follow if this trend 
is not checked 
The president 
undoubtedly will ask that the 
voters this autumn give thought 
to the importance of electing 
members who will support him 
in his major policies, and will 
point out that a chief executive 
who has a majority party in 
both houses of Congress can 
work out a 
better legislative 
program than when Congress 
is controlled by an opposition 
party. 
The first year and a half of 
the Nixon administration 
has 
given to the public an idea that 
there is delay and lack of lead­ 
ership rn the whole legislative 
process. It would not be sur­ 
prising if Mr. Nixon makes this 
an issue in the campaign. The 
fact that his vetoes were over­ 
ridden may be used by him to 
attempt to prove his point— 
namely, that individual mem­ 
bers of the Republican party 
have felt they have no alterna­ 
tive when an opposition party 
has control of both houses, and 
that, while some vetoes were 
sustained, there was an expec­ 
tation that remedial legislation 
and a revision of budgetary ex­ 
penses could be accomplished 
if the president were given a 
majority in Congress in the No­ 
vember elections. 
This, at any rate, would seem 
to be the most likely argument 
that Mr. Nixon may use. It ap­ 
pears to be the only one left 
to him in view of the fact that 
his own party members seem 
to have been forced to support 
motions to override vetoes or 
face punishment at the polls in 
their own districts. The confu­ 
sion is not helpful to the cause 
of good government.

"The resources for financial 
assistance have not kept pace!

ice of the College Entrance Ex ­ 
amination Board 
The average yearly cost of 
sending a youngster to a public 
college in 19 69 70 is $1,110 and 
ex pected to reach $1.246 by 19 77, 
according to U.S. Office of Ed­ 
ucation estim ates. The current 
average cost at private colleges 
is $2.39 1 
and slated to surge 
to $2.9 9 2 by 19 77. 
Tuition accounts for an aver­ 
age of $314 of the total cost at 
the public institutions and aver­ 
ages $1,432 per year at private 
ones. 
"Tuition in the private col­ 
leges has almost doubled since 
19 61," reports J am es Moore, di­ 
rector 
of the 
U.S. 
Office of 
Education's division of student 
financial aid. Overall costs at 
public

have 
jumped

period, he said. 
The tuition at many presti­

“ If a judge’s misbehavior is 
so grave as to cast substantial 
doubt upon his integrity,” says 
the Kelley-Wyllie memorandum, 
“ he must be removed from of­ 
fice regardless of all other con­ 
siderations.” 
Ford’s only charge of improp­ 
er court activity by Douglas is 
that the Justice accepted $350 
for an article in publisher Ralph 
Ginzberg’s Avant Garde maga­ 
zine and later ruled in favor of 
Ginzberg in an action against 
his magazine Eros. 
Rifkind says Douglas had no 
way of knowing Eros was a 
Ginzberg publication and even 
if he had known, his action was 
not improper. 
Ford and Wyman also said 
Douglas should be impeached 
for writing “ Points of Rebel­ 
lion,” a book they called inflam­ 
matory and for allowing an ex­ 
cerpt of the books to appear in

magazine between 
pictures of nude men and worn 
en which Ford called hardcore 
pornography.
